1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Non-elected claims 9 and 10 have been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a weather strip comprising a holder part having a tensile 
strength of no greater than 2.5 Mpa at 100% extension in combination with all of the 
other limitations in claim 1 1 . The examiner is relying upon applicant's arguments set 
forth in Appellant's Brief on Appeal, page 4, lines 3-20. Applicant discloses that 
conventional holder materials have a tensile strength of 4 to 5 Mpa at 100% extension; 
see the paragraph bridging pages 6 and 7 of the original specification filed 8/19/03. 
There is no disclosure or suggestion in the Cook reference to use a holder part in the 
weather strip having a tensile strength of "no greater than 2.5 Mpa at 100% extension". 
The Cook disclosure at column 7, lines 51-67, suggests adjusting the properties of the 
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insert or carrier 25, but does not suggest adjusting the properties of the holder or body 
portion 53 in such a way as to result in the claimed tensile strength.
